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Explosions anger mayor 

County training exercise frightens city residents

Explosives that were report- 
edly used by Wayne County 
Sheriff’s officers during a 
training session in and around 
vacant and boarded up homes 
in Romulus Monday afternoon 
set off near record seis- 
mographic vibrations in the 
Romulus City Council cham- 
bers later that night. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and Councilman William Wad- 
sworth, who also is a Wayne 
County Deputy Sheriff, in turn 
blasted the County Sheriff’s 
Department for their reported 
‘‘total disregard” for Romulus 
residents, particularly the 
children. 

McAnally said she was 
almost “speechless” Monday 
afternoon, when she realized 
the loud boom noises actually 
were explosives being set off 
by sheriffs officers. 

In addition, weapons fire 
also was reported within a 
mile from local schools, 
McAnally said. 

She charged that the sher-

A check into the explosions 
Monday within Romulus city 
limits revealed that the some- 
what secret training session 
was conducted by the Metro 
Airport security chiefs rather 
than the Wayne County Sher- 
iffs office. 

Dean Kerber, deputy direc- 
tor for Metro Airport opera- 
tions, revealed that the 
explosive detection and deac- 
tivation program occurred at 
several Romulus home sites 
purchased in the past by 
Wayne County in preparation 
for Metro Airport expansion. 

While some secrecy enve- 
loped the security training ef- 
fort, Kerber said, both Police 
Chief Fred Dansby and Fire 
Chief William Greenslait were

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iff’s office had only told 
Romulus police that they were 
going to be doing some “train- 
ing exercises” near some of 
the county-owned homes in 
Romulus. 

Wadsworth said he knew he 
might face some departmental 
action, but blasted the sheriffs 
officers who think ‘‘Romulus is 
their playground.” He said 
policemen from the west coast 
were brought to Romulus to 
witness the training session. 

“What gripes me the most,” 
Wadsworth said, “is when I 
continue to hear about the 
poor people in Dearborn and 
Canton, who are plagued by 
airport noise. And both the 
mayor and I have planes flying 
low over our house every day. 

“And now we have sheriff s 
agents blowing up homes in 
our own city,” Wadsworth said. 

McAnally said Tuesday 
morning, “Despite some 
claims that explosives were 
not used, we have found one 
side of a vacant home was 
blown out.”

Ben Marks, president of the 
Michigan Municipal League, 
praised Romulus Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally for attending 
various political sessions, but 
urged Romulus City Council 
members to join her at such 
meetings. 

“We have had a tremendous 
impact in Lansing,” Marks 
said, “but that power would 
grow even more if additional 
city elected officials appeared 
at important legislative hear- 
ings.” 

“While I feel that our state 
legislators are very qualified 
people, I also know that we 
know our communities better 
than they do,” Marks stressed. 

“It is also time that we make 
ourselves even better known 
in Lansing. Let us convince 
them that we want them to 
work on our roads and infra- 
structures and leave local is- 
sues to local governments.” 

Marks, who said he was 
making his 31st stop at a local 
city governmental meeting 
throughout the state, warned. 


sworth also called for the city 
council members to prepare 
strongly worded resolutions to 
inform Wayne County officials 
that Romulus residents won’t 
stand for this kind of abuse. 

The revelations of the 
explosions ironically came 
only moments after Ben Marks, 
president of the Michigan 
Municipal League, stressed 
the need for keeping the state 
legislature aware of the power 
of home rule communities- 
such as Romulus. 

Councilman Russell Lam- 
bert said, “We should take 
Marks at his word and demand 
that Wayne County Sheriffs 
officers supply us with letters, 
maps and photos” of the 
incidents. 

“Do we have to stage a sit-in 
in (Wayne County Executive 
Edward) McNamara’s office to 
get results,” Lambert asked. 

“No - in this case it is Sher- 
iff (Robert) Ficano’s office,” 
McAnally interjected.

“One of the most serious issues 
we are battling for is home 
rule. It is at serious risk. 

“We have been told that we 
have the best league in the na- 
tion and I agree,” he contin- 
ued. 

Since networking of local 
towns is critically important, 
Marks said he plans to visit up 
to 150 separate city and town 
governments in coming 
months. 

“We need to know that if an 
issue is impacting your town 
and we call you, that you will 
show up in Lansing and be 
heard. They (state legislators) 
are crying out for direction 


already. And yet sheriffs offi- 
cers can fire their guns in our 
city. It’s a disgrace.” 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron introduced a resolu- 
tion demanding that there 
never be a repeat of such 
explosions or weapon firings 
within the city of Romulus. 

Wadsworth pressed for a 
second resolution demanding 
that Wayne County expedite 
the razing of the homes it has 
purchased recently from local 
residents in preparation for 
Metro Airport expansion. 

“We have had a 15-year-old 
Taylor girl raped in one of the 
29 boarded up homes last 
November and a number of 
fires inside them. In addition 
young children are ripping off 
the boards covering the win- 
dows of the homes and going 
inside,’* Wadsworth 
complained. 

“I don’t want Romulus ever 
to be forced to share any of the 
blame or liability in inci- 
dences such as this,” he 
continued. 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 


and I think we can give it to 
them,” Marks said. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry said, “We should all be 
as motivated as our mayor. In 
fact all city officials through- 
out Michigan should stage a 
march on Lansing at some fu- 
ture date and demand quick 
action on tax reform. 

“We are tired of being one of 
the highest taxed states in the 
nation,” Raspberry continued. 

Marks concluded, “We have 
been encouraged by state leg- 
islative leaders who have said 
we belong at the negotiating 
tables in the state. 

“We are making our voice 
felt on many issues and soon 
you will find area school dis- 
tricts paying local building 
fees and other costs to the 
city,” he promised. 

The comment brought a 
huge smile to McAnally’s face. 
She quipped, “How about spe- 
cial assessments?” Her com- 
ment referred to the recent 
construction of the $4 million 
athletic complex the school 
district recently opened at Ro 
mulus Senior High School.

was asked Monday night to 
prepare both council resolu- 
tions and present them to 
McAnally, so that they could be 
forwarded to the sheriff’s 
department. 

In her initial angry com- 
ments concerning the explo- 
sions, McAnally said she was 
considering having a restrain- 
ing order imposed on the 
County Sheriff’s Department 
Monday, but was told by 
Romulus 34th District Judge 
Henry Zaborowski that such 
an order needed to be 
obtained from the Circuit

Courts. 

McAnally ordered Police 
Chief Fred Dansby to tell the 
sheriffs deputies to cease and 
desist with the explosives use 
in Romulus. 

“The blasts were loud and 
frightening,” McAnally said, 
“and the least that should have 
been done was for the county 
to inform us so that we in turn 
could have let the public know 
ahead of time.” 

The mayor continued that 
she was “deeply offended” by

Tax march on Lansing urged 


Illegal sewer 
taps are sought

How many Romulus fami- 
lies are illegally tapping into 
the city sewer system? 

Mayor Beverly McAnally ad- 
mitted she didn’t know Mon- 
day night but said the number 
had been drastically reduced 
in recent years. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry, however, said he is of 
the opinion the number is still 
excessive and the illegal ac- 
tions are costing the city thou- 
sands of dollars. 

That issue and others relat- 
ing to city water and sewer 
costs will continue to be de- 
bated next Monday at 6:30 p.m. 
at a city council study session 
prior to the regular meeting. 

The session is open to the 
public. 

The city has been urged by 
the state Department of Natu- 
ral Resources to upgrade the 
water and sewer ordinance 
and to hike water and sewer 
rates to cover annual costs. 

Currently the annual costs 
leave the city budget item in a 
deficit, which is then covered 
by a transfer from the general 
fund. 

City Finance Director L. 
Donovan McGuire presented 
the members of the city coun- 
cil with three letters from the 
state DNR, sewer and water 
rate calculations and a pair of 
recommended ordinance 
amendments. 

McGuire explained that the 
DNR has threatened to re- 
move Romulus from possible 
grant fundings in the future if 
the city does not take quick ac- 
tion on hiking water and sewer 
rates to cover annual costs. 

When Raspberry com- 
plained “a lot of cheating still 
is going on” in Romulus in re- 
gard to illegal sewer hookups, 
McAnally said a great deal of 
that so-called cheating has 
been eliminated in recent 
years. 

But Raspberry’ said even if 
the cheating rate has been cut 
to less than 10 percent of the 
current sewer hookups, it is 


still costing the city thousands 
of dollars. 

“While I’m not pointing my 
finger at anyone in particular, 
I feel if we as elected officials 
are paying our fair share we 
in effect are subsidizing those 
who are illegally using the sys- 
tem,” Raspberry continued. 

Raspberry later said he felt 
that it is strongly possible that 
some city employees are 
among those who are among 
the illegal tappers. 

“We are losing thousands of 
dollars. ..its like the city is 
holding a bucket with a hole in 
it,” he complained. 

McAnally said she is con- 
cerned that individuals are 
committing this illegal and 
criminal action, but said she 
doesn’t know how many such 
taps have occurred and is not 
sure how to determine the nu- 
mber. 

McAnally said that if city 
residents want to send her let- 
ters on such illegal actions 
(even if they are unsigned), she 
will have them investigated. 
She said she felt it was not 
worth another $60,000 study to 
find the culprits. 

McGuire also was asked 
what financial reserves the 
city was creating in case an- 
other quick sewer line fix was 
needed, similar to one 
planned for Smith Street. 

McGuire admitted the city 
was doing nothing at this time 
to prepare for such an emer- 
gency. “If another such re- 
placement is needed, the city 
will have to borrow some 
money,” he explained. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron said, “The city needs 
to do something, or it will be 
placing an unfair burden on 
our children.” 

McAnally told the council 
members, “I’m not trying to 
ramrod something through to- 
night, but we need to gain ad 
ditional information prior to 
next week’s study session.” 

Raspberry said he would 
like other communities, who 
have not followed DNR dic- 
tates, to be queried prior to the 
next study session.

Stars ‘shine’ in script for Hoffa

Jack Nicholson and Danny 
De Vito, teaming up as Jimmy 
Hoffa and his union buddy, 
make the biography of the con- 
troversial Teamster president 
come to life. 

Hoffa has its share of faults, 
but the acting of its two stars 
and the inspired direction of 
De Vito make it a film worth 
seeing. Particularly intriguing 
was De Vito’s use of subtle 
flashbacks from Hoffa’s later 
years to his union organizing 
days and his court battles with 
U.S. Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy. 

The film is uncomplimen- 
tary to Kennedy, who comes off 
as an immature pipsqueak in 
his dealings with Hoffa. The 
court battle emerges as a ven- 
detta against Hoffa, and the 
Teamster boss comes across as 
a bigger-than-life character, 
perhaps a hero. 

The film, however, doesn’t 
get much below the surface. At 
its end, we don’t know much 
more about Jimmy Hoffa than 
we did before the opening 
credits. Viewers are left with 
questions about his motives, 
his personal life and his char- 
acter. 

Those who remember the 
days of Hoffa’s headline- 
making exploits will be aware 
of the discepencies in the story 
- particularly, the climax - but 
most younger viewers will 
probably be satisfied with the 
film version. 

At any rate, Hoffa remains a 
mystery 18 years after his dis- 
appearance. Perhaps, the film 
will prompt more investigation 
into his disappearance and the 
mystery will finally be solved. 

What happened to Jimmy 
Hoffa? Despite the film, we 
still don’t know.

informed of the activity before 
it occurred.

ing...in fact not even a room,” 
Kerber explained. 

“The planning of the activ- 
ity was so lengthy,” he said, 
“I’m not sure when the local 
public safety chiefs were noti- 
fied in Romulus.” 

When told that Greenslait 
said he thought he was noti- 
fied about a month ago, Kerber 
said, “That is quite possible.

Kerber said, “The main rea- 
son for the ongoing training is 
to keep our airport’s security 
forces among the best in the 
nation. It was well contained, 
well controlled and its aim 
was strictly to save local lives 
in case of an emergency.”

Approximately 100 North- 
west Airlines workers at Metro 
Airport will be forced to 
release their employment 
seatbelts on Jan. 18, as the 
cash- strapped airline cuts 
another 1,000 workers 
nationwide. 

While the local jobs elim- 
ination number remained 
fluid early this week, North- 
west officials said the local job 
loss would be “substantial 
because of the size of opera- 
tions here.” 

More than 70 percent of air 
passengers at Metro Airport 
currently are handled by 
Northwest Airlines. 

Nationwide, the job elim- 
ination ratio is slated as fol- 
lows: 780 flight attendants, 140 
part-time ground service 
workers, 88 reservation sales 
agents and 35 full time ground 
service staff members. 

Northwest currently 
employs about 46,000 workers 
nationwide. About 2,100 were 
laid off last year. 

Despite the “aggressive 


action” taken by Northwest 
management because of 
“adverse economic conditions 
and the brutal economic envi 
ronment of the U.S. airline 
industry',” Northwest plans no 
flight cutbacks but will reduce 
the size of some planes, 
according to a spokesman. 

Teamsters officials reported 
they would be meeting with 
Northwest management this 
week. 

Only last month, Northwest 
in another cost cutting move 
canceled orders with Airbus 
for 74 airplanes worth $3.5 bil 
lion and delayed delivery' of 44 
Boeing jets worth another $2.7 
billion. 

Teamsters President Ron 
Carey charged the carrier’s 
owners “must be held account- 
able for the mess they have 
created.” 

He also demanded that the 
debt-laden company be 
“restructured to give 
employees the checks and bal- 
ances they need to protect 
their investment in the com 
pany and to make sure that the 
mistakes of the past are not 
repeated.” 


Bank robbery 
trial due soon

A trial is expected to be 
scheduled this month in Fed- 
eral Court for a 24-year-old Ro- 
mulus man who allegedly took 
an unknown amount of money 
from the National Bank of De- 
troit (NBD) in Wayne located 
near Michigan Avenue and 
Wayne Road. 

Wayne police arrested Ant- 
oine Shawn Harris Aug. 6, 1992 
after he allegedly handed a 
threatening note to a teller de- 
manding she give him all the 
cash she had. He was un- 
armed, according to Wayne Po- 
lice Chief John Colligan. 

‘‘We were called to the 
scene about 10:45 p.m. Aug. 6,” 
Colligan said. “The suspect 
was last seen driving a gray 
Mercury Cougar. He was head- 
ing west on Michigan Avenue 
toward Wayne.” 

Wayne police officer Brian 
Wojcik pursued the suspect af- 
ter identifying him from the 
description provided by the 
bank. 


“Officer Wojcik tried to stop 
the suspect by turning on his 
lights, but the suspect failed to 
stop,” Colligan said. “He con- 
tinued south on Wayne Road.” 

Harris drove into the park- 
ing lot of an apartment com- 
plex, got out of his vehicle and 
ran on foot into the wooded 
area behind the apartment 
complex, according to police 
accounts of the incident. 

“Officer Wojcik continued 
his pursuit on foot, and he was 
able to apprehend the suspect 
in the wooded area,” Colligan 
said. 

Harris was returned to NBD 

where he was identified. Dur- 
ing the interrogation by Sgt. 
Michael Sumeracki, the sus- 
pect admitted to the robbery, 
Colligan said. 

Wayne police officials 
called the Federal Rnroan nf 
Investigation officials who 
then took the suspect into cus- 
tody. . 

Harris was arraigned in 
Federal Court in August, ac- 
cording to FBI officials. 


Industrial district 
wins council OK

A request by Detroit-based 
Air Conditioning Products Co. 
to create a new industrial 
development district in 
Romulus was approved by the 
members of city council on 
Monday night.

With the expansion, the firm 
hopes to hire up to 50 new 
workers, Mebus said. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
asked Mebus to attempt to hire 
some of the recently 60 or 
more laid off Romulus workers 


from the former Micro Mea- 
surements facility. 

Air Conditioning Products 
Co. opened in 1945 as a manu- 
facturer of sheet metal control 
shutters, louvers and dampers 
for commercial air moving, air 
conditioning and exhaust 
systems. 

While the main office of the 
firm is in Detroit, it purchased 
the Romulus area building 
and property in 1985. Two 
years later it added another 
80,000 square feet of space to 
the building. 

The company has since 
added aluminum and 
fiberglass lines to the product 
list 

The latest addition is 
expected to cost more than 
$500,000 with another $100,000 
worth of machinery and equip- 
ment to be added, Mebus said. 

The construction is 
expected to begin this spring 
and be completed this fall, 
Mebus stated.

The City of Wayne local 
street fund will be a bit health- 
ier in 1993 due to a transporta- 
tion strategy' for the rebuilding 
of the state recently signed 
into law by Gov. John Engler. 

Wayne will be receiving ap- 
proximately $71,083 for road- 
way improvements in 1993, 
thanks in part to the Build 
Michigan program, according 
to Ed Rothfelder, assistant fi- 
nance director. 

“These are supplemental 
funds authorized for the next 
three years," Rothfelder said. 
“We received our first pay- 
ment of $5,762. The amount of 
money that we receive will go 
up next fiscal year as manda- 
ted by law. The third year 
amounts have not been deter- 
mined yet.” 

The Build Michigan pro- 
gram is geared to strengthen 
the state infrastructure and at 
the same time support thou- 
sands of jobs, according to the 
governor’s letter to the city. 

“A cornerstone of Build 
Michigan is the creation of the 
Local Program fund,” Engler 
said. “The Local Program fund 
will funnel an additional $65 
million for vital roadway im- 
provements to cities and coun- 
ties in the current fiscal year. 

“This will increase to $78 
million in 1993 94 and 1994-95.” 

From these amounts, $45 
million is a direct grant from 
the State Truckline fund, and 
made possible because of sav- 
ings and efficiencies achieved 
by the Michigan Department of 
Transportation, according to 
Engler. 

“The balance of these new 
funds will come from a shift in 
the collection point of motor 
vehicle fuels taxes to the sup- 
plier level,” Engler said.

Friends and family mem- 
bers of Jeffrey Elkins are not 
happy with the response they 
are receiving from investiga- 
tors at the Ingham County 
Sheriff’s Department where 
Elkins was last seen. 

Elkins has been missing 
since Dec. 23 when he left his 
uncle’s home in Dansville, 
Mich, on his way to Westland. 
The former Westland resident 
had been living with his uncle 
in Dansville, according to 
friends and family. 

Investigators from the 
Ingham County Sheriff’s 
Department have refused to 
release information regarding 
leads they have received since 
Elkins has been missing, 
according to Tammie Stubbs, 
Elkins’ aunt. 

“A lot of the information we 
have, we heard it on the news,” 
Stubbs said. “It’s hard to deal 
with it” 

A group, known as Friends 
of Jeff, has also been cau- 
tioned by investigators to not 
interfere in the investigation, 
according to Steve Schoo- 
nover, one of the organizers of 
the group. 

The group is responsible for 
the distribution of more than 
50,000 fliers with the a descrip- 
tion of Elkins and his car. 

Schoonover is also frus 
trated with the information 
they have been receiving from 
the Ingham County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

“I understand that we aren’t 
family, but from what I have 
been told the family isn’t being 
told anything either,” Schoo- 
nover said. "We were told by 
the sheriff’s department to 
mind our own business. 

“They said we could pass 
out fliers, but we weren’t to 
become involved in the inves- 
tigation," Schoonover said. 

Friends and family have 
searched the state from 
Ingham County to the Indiana 
and Ohio borders, Schoonover 
said. 

Monday morning, Ingham 
County Sheriff’s Department 
Investigator Dennis Shack- 
elford provided little informa- 
tion about the Elkins’ 
investigation. 

“There are no new develop- 
ments as of yet,” Schackleford 
said. “Sure there have been 
sightings, but people also 
claim to have spotted Elvis too. 
That doesn’t mean anything,” 
Shackleford said. “But unless 
we see a picture of him hold- 
ing an edition of a newspaper 
with the date, there is no way 
of telling if it is really him."

John Hummel, district di- 
rector of the Internal Revenue 
Service has a word of caution 
for all taxpayers. 

“I want to remind Michigan 
taxpayers that this year they 
must provide a Social Security 
number on the federal income 
tax return for any dependent 
age 1 and over,” Hummel said. 

“Taxpayers should be 
aware that they may be fined 
$50 for each Social Security 
number not shown on the re- 
turn and, in some cases, the ex- 
emption may be disallowed,** 
Hummel said. 

The 1986 tax reform act re- 
quired Social Security nu- 
mbers for dependents age 5 
and over. In 1989, the require- 
ments changed to age 2 and 
over. Beginning with the 1991 
tax year, the age limit dropped 
to 1. “I would encourage tax- 
payers to apply for a number 
for all their dependents,** 
Hummel said. 

To be issued a Social Secu- 
rity number, an individual 
must have proof of age, U.S. 
citizenship or legal alien sta- 
tus and identity. 

“A birth record from a pub- 
lic authority, hospital or reli- 
gious organization is generally 
sufficient for the first two 
items,” Pummel said. “A 
school record or certain other 
documents can be used for 
proof of identity.**

After a frustrating loss to 
Bishop Borgess that snapped 
their modest winning streak at 
two, Romulus cagers re- 
bounded and won their own 
holiday invitational tourna- 
ment title.

In his final interview as a 
high school football player, 
Tyrone Wheatley said he 
would like to be remem- 
bered as a “phenomenal” 
player. 

Wheatley, the former Ro- 
bichaud High A 1 1 - 
American, who led the Uni- 
versity of Michigan to a 
thrilling 38-31 victory over 
Washington in the Rose 
Bowl on New Year’s Day has 
taken a giant step toward 
his goal. 

“He was phenomenal,” 
said Wheatley’s former 
coach, Bob Yauck. “His per- 
formance was outstanding. 
And tell him that we are all 
proud of his accomplish- 
ment and will continue to 
root for him.” 

What the 6-1, 225-round 
Wolverine running back ac- 
complished against Michi- 
gan’s usual Rose Bowl 
emesis was unprecedented.

Was there any doubt in 
anyone’s mind as the Battle 
for the Roses unfolded that 
if the Wolverines won, Ty- 
rone Wheatley would be the 
unanimous choice for Most 
Valuable Player of the Rose 
Bowl? 


Is there any doubt that if 
Tyrone Wheatley stays 
healthy, he could become 
one of the greatest football 
players in U-M history? He 
is on the threshold of being 
that and he’s just a sopho- 
more. 

Sitting in that crowd of 
100,000-plus fans were two 
special fans who made the 
trip to Pasadena. Wheatley’s 
former teachers at Robic- 
haud - Jennifer Foster and 
Millie Hursin were sitting in 
the bleachers taking it all in 
with pride. 

And, of course, they be- 
came very concerned when 
Wheatley sustained the in- 


jury. Apparently in the first 
quarter, Tyrone W as tackled 
high, taking a hit in the neck 
from a opponent’s helmet. 

He told the teachers after 
the game that he would be 
all right. He also assured 
them that he planned to stay 
in school. And that he had 
no intentions of turning pro, 
not at this time, anyway. 

“I don’t see him going for 
the draft (NFL draft),” says 
Yauck. 

“I will tell you this,” 
Yauck continued, “I was 
very proud at the way he 
handled himself with the 
media during the post-game 
interviews.”

Metopolitan park marks 50th year

Families of the 90s are ben 
efiting from the foresighted- 
ness of the k 30s when plans for 
a metropark system were 
formulated. 

With the availability of 
swimming, golfing, boating, 
picnicking, cross country ski- 
ing and hiking at the Huron 
•Clinton Metropolitan Author- 
ity (HCMA) facilities, the lives 
;of most people in the five- 
Icounty area are touched by the 
Ipark system. 

Residents of western Wayne 
County are most familiar with 
•the string of parks along the 
Huron River, which feature a 
nature center, swimming 
pools, golf courses and hiking 
trails. 

The HCMA was sanctioned 
by the state legislature in Act 
147 of the Public Acts of 1939, 
and was approved in 1940 by 
the citizens of Wayne, Liv- 
ingston, Macomb, Oakland and 
Washtenaw counties. Funding 
|for the authority became avail- 
able in 1942. 

The metropark system owes 
iits success to the dedicated 
[efforts of Henry Curtis, orga- 
inizer of the National Recre- 
jation Association, and 
Professor Harlow 0. Whit- 
jtemore, chairman of land- 
scape architecture at the 
University of Michigan, who 
envisioned the development of 
the series of parks along the 
Clinton and Huron rivers in 
the 1930s. 

With wartime restrictions 
limiting actual development, a 
activities in the early 1940s 
were directed to land acquisi- 
tion and planning. Early 
assessments to taxpayers, 
which started at 1/20 mill, con- 
tinued at the approved 1/4 mill 
level or below. 

One proposed site, located 
along the north shore of 
Belleville Lake, was proposed 
for a HCMA site, but the high 
cost of the property prevented 
its acquisition. A 385-acre tract 
;of land fronting Lake St Clair 
;\vas the first acquisition, and 
.‘was later formed into St. Clair 

.‘Metropolitan Beach. 

* 

By late 1945, approximately 
2,600 acres of the proposed 
4,000-acre Kensington Metro- 
politan Park has been 
^acquired, and land for Marsh- 
Jbank Park was donated by a 
;Detroit philanthropist. 

! At the end of World War II, 
the state legislature appropri- 
ated $1 million to be granted to 
the authority on a matching 
basis. The new funds helped 
the purchase of acreage along 
12 miles of the Huron River 
between Belleville and Flat 
Rock and the development of 
Lower Huron Metropolitan 
Park. 

By 1949, land acquisition 
reached 6,300 acres, and in 
1950, Metropolitan Beach was 
opened for swimmers, boaters 
and fishermen. Also in 1950, 
Lower Huron and Marshbank 
parks opened. Two years later, 
Dexter-Huron Metropolitan 
Park opened northwest of Ann 
Arbor, and plans for Stony 
Creek Park were approved in 
1956.

Capital improvements in 
1990 and 1991 included the 
opening of an 18- hole golf 
course and the beginning of a 
golf starter building at Hurson 
Mills along with the opening of 
a golf starter building at 
Indian Springs. New comfort 
stations at three site, comple- 
tion of a children’s’ village, 
tennis and basketball courts, 
renovation of the marina 
building and construction of a 
regulation golf course at Lake 
Erie Metropark also were pro- 
jects of the early ‘90s. 

Looking back through a half 
century, the authority views 
the growing number of parks 
as unmatched across the 
nation. The growing number of 
parks has resulted in a rich 
heritage for future 
generations. 

Western Wayne County met- 
roparks are Lower Huron Met- 
ropark, 1,257 acres, located 
near Belleville; Willow Metro- 
park, 1,531 acres between 
Belleville and Flat Rock, and 
Oakwood Metropark, 1,719 
acres near Flat Rock. 

Other HCMA parks are: 

• Lake Erie Metropark, 1,591 
acres, on Lake Erie 

• Metro Beach Metropark, 
770 acres on Lake St. Clair 

• Wolcott Mill Metropark, 
2,381 acres west of New Haven 

• Stony Creek Metropark, 
4,461 acres, surrounding Stony 
Creek Lake 

• Indian Springs Metropark, 


2,224 acres, northwest of 
Pontiac 

• Kensington Metropark, 
4,337 acres, surrounding Kent 
Lake 

• Huron Meadows Metro- 
park, 1,540 acres, south of 
Brighton 

• Hudson Mills Metropark, 
1,624 acres, north of Dexter 

• Delhi Metropark, 50 acres, 
northwest of Ann Arbor 

• Dexter-Huron Metropark,

Runner’s Ankle and Foot Pain 


If you’ve been running fc r a 
while, no one has to tell you 1 ow 
important healthy feet are »or 
comfort and full enjoyment of 
the sport.

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When shopping from store 
to store, diamonds may begin 
to look alike, however, the 
price varies greatly. 

“The quality of the stone is 
going to dictate the price,” Gir- 
ard said. “An analogy would 
be an automobile. There are 
Rolls Royces and there are 
Yugos. They will both get you 
there, but one will be a lot 
nicer. 

“Anywhere from flawless to 
imperfect is the range. If you 
get a stone with eye-visible 
blemishes, it will be very inex- 
pensive. These are the kinds of 
diamonds the discount jewelry 
stores will sell.” 

If you want a good diamond 
that you can't see any blem- 
ishes with your eye, then you 
need to shop at a specialty jew- 
elry, according to Girard. 

Girard said when he has a 
customer, he spends time edu- 
cating them on their selection. 

“We put their diamond un- 
der a microscope,” Girard 
said. “We don't believe in sell- 
ing a stone to a customer that 
they know nothing about. With 
every sale there is a full ap- 
praisal, the stone is graded, 
measurements are taken on 
the stone and they know when 
they leave here what kind of 
item they have.” 

Diamond rings aren’t the 
only popular items, according 
to Girard. Diamond earrings 
continue to be one of the main 
sellers. 

“Earrings and necklaces are 
stable and have been for 
years,” Girard said. “Diamond 
earrings I think are the nu- 
mber one seller in the accesso- 
ries. We sold probably 72 pairs 
of the single diamond stud ear- 
rings this Christmas.

Diamonds are forever 

Local gemologist narrows the 
scope selecting a quality diamond

Buying a diamond can be a 
very frustrating experience. 
There are several sizes and 
shapes, various colors and dif- 
ferent grades and weights. 

One of the more difficult as- 
pects of purchasing a dia- 
mond, however, is knowing the 
difference between a real one 
and a fake. 

Robert E. Girard, a jewelry 
consultant with Leo’s Jewelry 
and Gifts in Wayne, has an eye 
for knowing the true quality of 
a real diamond. Recently he 
earned a graduate gemologist 
diploma from the Gemological 
Institute of America. 

Girard, a Canton Township 
resident, completed a five- 
course program in diamonds, 
diamond grading, colored 
stones, gem identification, col- 
ored stone grading and three 
one-week resident classes in 
diamonds, gem identification 
and colored stone grading. 

A graduate gemology di- 
ploma represents the highest 
level of professional training 
in the jewelry industry, ac- 
cording to Girard. 

“It actually took me five 
years to achieve this diploma,” 
Girard said. “My diploma was 
achieved through correspon- 
dence with the Gemological 
Institute of America which is 
based in Santa Monica. 

“You have to grade 270 gems 
through the mail. You take six 
weeks with the actual teachers 
from the institute in any major 
metropolitan city, and I chose 
Tampa, Fla.” 

Girard had to grade 300 ad- 
ditional gems during the six- 
week study in Tampa. 

"‘Through the course you 
learn how the gems are mined, 
the chemical composition of 
diamonds and gem stones and 
the crystal structure,” Girard 
said. “They have ways to iden- 
tify the flaws with an emerald 
and tell you what mine it came 
out of and from what country.” 

Girard also gained experi- 
ence with gem enhancement, 
the way that gem stones are 
made more beautiful. 

“Whether it's to deceive or 
make it look prettier, as a gem- 
ologist, we have to know if a 
stone has been doctored be- 
cause you have to disclose that 
to your customers,” Girard 
said. 

If a young couple is inter- 
ested in getting married, Gir-

ard recommends a simplistic 
mounting. 

“Many customers, if they are 
on a limited budget, decide to 
get a simplistic mounting and 
a larger center stone,” Girard. 
“As the anniversary comes up, 
they will take the center stone, 
which is the sentimental ob- 
ject of the ring, and remount it 
into a fancier, wider type of 
band. 

“A lot of young couples go 
with a solitaire.” 

One of the newest styles of 
wedding rings for the bride is 
the “bridal ring”, according to 
Girard. 

“It does not have a wedding 
band,” Girard said. “It's one 
single ring. In the past they 
had two rings which make a 
set, they are doing away with 
that. The bridal ring you wear 
for the engagement period as 
well as the wedding ring.” 

Couples interested in pur- 
chasing a diamond wedding 
ring should consider spending 
two months gross salary, accor- 
ding to Girard. 

“The diamond syndicate 
has been pushing this program 
for years about spending two 
months gross salary on a dia- 
mond engagement ring, and it 
works,” Girard said. “The dol- 
lar amounts are much greater 
than they were in previous 
years. We're finding people 
come in and make a major pur- 
chase and finance the ring 
rather than coming in with 
what they have in their 
pockets.” 

Diamond customers are re- 
alizing that the sparkling gem 
is a better value than buying 
an automobile, according to 
Girard. 

"‘They realize it's something 
they will have the rest of their 
lives,” Girard said. 

How can you tell a real dia- 
mond from a fake? 

"‘The most popular fake dia- 
mond out there right now is 
the cubic zirconia (CZ),” Gir- 
ard said. “The CZ will emit lots 


of rainbow colors whereas a 
real diamond does not emit 
colors like that. You’ll find that 
if a stone has lots of colors 
flashing off of it, it may not be 
genuine because real dia- 
monds don’t do that.” 

Others tests to tell if a dia- 
mond is genuine include plac- 
ing the diamond on a piece of 
paper with lettering. If you can 
see through it and see the let- 
tering, it’s not a real diamond, 
according to Girard. 

“You can read through a 
CZ,” Girard said. “If you 
breathe on a diamond it will 
fog up and remain that way for 
a long period of time. With a 
CZ, it clears up quickly.” 

Girard said CZs look a lot 
like diamonds and even 
trained experts sometimes 
can’t detect the fake without 
taking a closer look. 

“You can see a real dia- 
mond in water, but if you put a 
CZ in or fake stone, it will be 
very hard to see it,” Girard 
said. 

There are six common cuts 
of diamonds including: round, 
heart-shaped, oval, marquis, 
pear-shaped and emerald. 

“These are the common 
shapes, but there are also 
horses heads, stars, and 'they 
can even cut your initial into a 
diamond now with lasers,” Gir- 
ard said. 

A diamond is measured by 
its weight. Because they are 
not large enough to be cor- 
rectly weighed in ounces or 
pounds, they need a smaller 
scale which is a carat. 

"‘One carat equals 200th of a 
gram,” Girard said. “There are 
a 100 points in a carat. Think of 
pennies into a dollar, and it 
works -the same way. If you 
have someone telling you it's a 
half a carat, the Fair Trades 
Commission says anything 
from 41 points to 56 points is a 
half carat. 

‘Tf you walk out the door 
with a half carat, in your mind 
you may think 50 points, but it 
may be 41, 42, 43 points. Al- 
ways ask for the exact weight 
of the diamond, not the frac- 
tion.”

On thin ice 

Foul weather requires expert driving 


Driving in foul weather can 
be dangerous even for the 
expert driver. 

Learning how to handle 
your vehicle can help prevent 
mishaps. The Jean-Paul Luc 
Winter Driving School officials 
in Steamboat Springs, Colo, 
have put together some fair 
weather driving tips. 

You should always adjust 
your speed to the driving con- 
ditions. When driving in win- 
ter weather, slow down. You 
need more time to react to haz- 
ardous conditions. 

Avoid rough use of the 
brakes, accelerator and steer- 
ing wheel. Always do your bra- 
king when the vehicle is in a 
straight position before a 
curve. Take your foot com- 
pletely off the brake before 
you steer into the corner and 
don’t begin to accelerate until 
you are out of the corner. 

You want the vehicle to grip 


the road, not slide on it. Before 
you drive, always check the 
road conditions and assess the 
level of grip your tires have. 

To text the grip, brake hard 
at a slow speed until you lock 
the wheels up (immediately 
release the brakes). This will 
give you a good feeling about 
the grip and will help you 
adjust your braking distance 
and speed. 

When going around a curve, 
don’t over steer. This will 
cause your rear wheels to skid 
out. If you find yourself in this 
situation, turn the wheel in the 
direction of the skid. 

Try to avoid under steering. 
When this happens, your front 
wheels will not turn. All you 
can do in this situation is take 
your foot off the gas until you 
regain traction. 

When crossing intersections 
be on the lookout for snowy 
roads. If you have to change 


lanes, be veiy smooth with 
your steering action and never 
accelerate or decelerate while 
changing lanes. 

When driving up a snow 
covered hill, make sure you 
build momentum on the flat 
area. As the grade increases 
and your vehicle begins to 
slow down, don’t try to keep 
the same speed by stepping on 
the gas. 

J ust let your speed 
decrease. Take your time 
climbing the hill, letting the 
vehicle keep its grip with the 
road. 

If you do get stuck, avoid 
spinning the tires because that 
will create an ice patch. 
Instead, gently rock your vehi- 
cle back and forth. 

To do this, apply gentle 
pressure on the accelerator 
and the brake in the drive gear 
and then in the reverse gear 
until you can move your car. 


Winter car care is essential 


Mechanical failure can be 
deadly in the winter. 

Officials from the National 
Institute for Automotive Ser- 
vice Excellence (ASE) have 
compiled a list of suggestions 
for vehicle owners to help pre- 
vent vehicle mishaps from 
occurring. 

The first step is the easiest. 
Motorists should read their 
owner’s manual and get in the 
habit of following the manu- 
facturer’s recommended ser- 
vice schedules. 

To get your vehicle ready for 
winter, ASE officials recom- 
mend the following: correcting 
problems with hard starts, 
rough idling and stalling 
before cold weather sets in; 
the cooling system should be 
flushed and refilled every 24 
months; check condition and 


tightness of belts and hoses; 
change oil and oil filter as spe- 
cified in owner’s manual. 

ASE officials also suggest 
checking and replacing, if nec- 
essary, air, fuel and other 
filters. 

Other helpful tips include: 

• Replace worn wiper 
blades and keep plenty of 
washer solvent on hand. 

• Make certain the heater 
and defroster are in good 
working condition. 

• Check battery strength 
with professional equipment 
at a repair facility. 

• Inspect all lights and 
bulbs. Replace burned out 
bulbs. 

• Have the exhaust system 
examined for leaks. The trunk 
and floor boards should be 
checked for small holes 


because exhaust fumes can be 
deadly. 

• Check the condition of 
tires. Don’t drive on worn tires. 
Make sure the spare is in good 
condition and the tire jack is 
in good working order. 

• Carry emergency gear 
such as boots, blankets, a flash 
light, flares, a small shovel, a 
bucket of sand, tire chains, 
even some “high energy” 
snacks. 

Whether you do your own 
vehicle maintenance or not, 
the lesson is simple-it pays to 
be prepared.

The 1993 North American 
International Auto Show has 
developed into one of the four 
principal world showcases for 
new cars, trucks and concept 
vehicles with local attendance 
figures topping 625,000 last 
year, or 12 percent more visi- 
tors than in 1991. And why not? 
This is Detroit, the home of 
world auto excellence and 
innovation for more than 100 
years. 

In the fifth year at the Cobo 
Conference/Exhibition Center, 
the 1993 international show, 
hosted by the Detroit Auto- 
mobile Dealers Association, 
features more than 40 manu- 
facturers displaying some 750 
vehicles in 600,000 square-feet 
of lighted displays and car- 
peted floor space. Last year, 
exhibitors represented 
France, Germany, Italy, Japan, 
Korea, Sweden and, of course, 
the U.S. 

Dramatic vehicles like the 
Dodge Viper, Lexus LS 400, 
Ford Explorer, Cadillac 
Seville, Infiniti Q45 and the 
Jeep Grand Cherokee have all 
made their entrance at the 
Cobo Center.

The Classic LTZ also has a 
180-HP 5.7L V8 engine, replac- 
ing the 5.0L V8, as standard 
equipment in 1993. 

The 1993 Beretta offers a 
much quieter, safer, and more 
convenient operation. 

With a retuned and quieter 
exhaust system that includes a 
laminated exhaust manifold 
pipe, the engine noise at accel- 
eration time is vastly reduced. 

A brake-transmission shift 
interlock is new for all auto- 
matic transmissions. This 
safety feature requires drivers 
to apply the brake before shift- 
ing out of “park” and into gear. 

A new clutch has been 
added for five-speed-manual- 
transmission Berettas 
equipped with the 3.1L V6 or 
Quad 4 engines. 

A bright aqua metallic and 
dark green gray metallic are 
new exterior colors and light 
gray has been added to the 
interior choices. 

The 1993 Corsica models 
also are offering much quieter 
and safer rides.

Buick division marks 90 years of production this year 


The Buick division of Gen 
eral Motors celebrates 90 
years in the auto business this 
year. 

Founder, David Dunbar 
Buick, was building gasoline 
engines by 1899 and his engi 
neer, Walter L. Marr, appar 
ently built the first automobile 
to be called a Buick in 1900. 
But Buick traditionally dates 
its beginnings to 1903. That 
was the year the company in- 
corporated, refinanced and 
moved from Detroit to Flint. 

History of the division has 
been exciting from the begin- 
ning. Buick recovered from 
near bankruptcy in 1904 to be- 
come the No. 1 producer of au- 
tomobiles in 1908-surpassing 
the combined production of 
Ford and Cadillac, the closest 
competitors. 

Buick was the financial pil- 
lar on which GM was created. 

Buick was where a number 
of major contributors to U.S. 
auto history first headed an 
auto building company-such 
as Billy Durant, GM founder; 
Charles Nash, a founder of 
what later became American 
Motors; Walter Chrysler, foun- 
der of Chrysler Corp.; Harlow 
Curtice, a GM president and 
chief executive in the postwar 
era. Louis Chevrolet, co- foun- 
der with Durant of the Chevro- 
let automobile, had earlier 
achieved fame as a Buick race 
driver. 

And Buick has been a prod- 
uct innovator from day one 
starting with the creation of 
the valve-in-head engine, 
which earned an unsurpassed 
early reputation in competi- 
tion around the world. 

From the beginning ‘‘motor” 
has been a key word in the 
Buick name. That original pat- 
ented valve-in-head, two- 
cylinder engine was unbe- 
lievably powerful. A promi- 
nent auto writer, who reported 
the engine delivered 22 to 29 
horsepower, had to set up a 
special test drive to prove that 
performance to his doubting 
editors and colleagues. 

Yet in 1903, the Buick Motor 
Co., then headquartered in De- 
troit, was one of the least 
promising of the hundreds of 
tiny automobile companies 
across the country. 

The founder had produced 
only two cars in three years of 
trying. David Buick, though an 
inventor of merit, generally 
was considered a dreamer. 
The company was in debt, the 
chief engineer had just left 
and the financial backer 
wanted out of the deal. 

David Buick, born in Scot- 
land Sept. 17, 1854, and 
brought to the U.S. at age 2, 
had been a successful plum- 
bing inventor and manufac- 
turer in Detroit when he 
turned his attention to gas- 
oline engines in the late 1890s. 
He started a succession of 
companies: Buick Auto-Vim 
and Power Co. (1899), Buick 
Manufacturing Co. (1902) and 
Buick Motor Co. (incorporated 
May 19, 1903), all in Detroit. 

These companies produced 
some engines for power boats 
and stationary farm use. And 
by 1901 a horseless carriage, 
“The Buick Automobile,” was 
in existence. David Buick tried 
to sell it that year to his former 
engineer, Walter Marr, for 
$300. Marr held out and got it 
for $225. Marr probably built 
the car for Buick. 

Buick and his engineers of- 
ten argued, it’s said. Marr said 
he worked for Buick three 
times, and each time the com- 
pany had a different name. But 
between Buick, Marr and an- 
other engineer, Eugene Rich- 
ard, the valve in-head engine 
was developed. It was light, 
powerful and reliable and 
eventually the entire industry 
would make use of the princi- 
ple. But in 1903, David Buick 
had neither the manpower nor 
the money to fully develop it. 

That year, Buick financial 
backer, Benjamin Briscoe, Jr., 
sold his interest in Buick to a 
group of wagon makers in 
Flint. Eighteen years later, 
Briscoe observed that the 
Buick success story was “so 
fraught with romance that it 
made the Arabian Nights tales 
look commonplace.” 

On Sept. 11. 1903, James H. 
Whiting, manager of the Flint 
Wagon Works, announced that 
the wagon works directors had 
bought the Buick company and 


planned to move it-bag, bag- 
gage and David Buick -from 
Detroit to Flint. A one-story 
brick factory on W. Kearsley 
Street in Flint was in opera 
tion, building engines by De- 
cember. On Jan. 22, 1904, Buick 
Motor Co. of Detroit was dis- 
solved and on Jan. 30, 1904, 
Buick Motor Co. of Flint was 
incorporated. 

In the summer of 1904, the 
company built the first Flint 
Buick. Walter Marr, back again 
as chief engineer, and Thomas 
Buick, the founder’s son, took 
it on a test run to Detroit and 
back July 9-12. The test was so 
successful that Whiting’s group 
ordered production to start. 
Buick began production with 
the Model B that summer and 
built 37 cars by the end of 1904. 
When the company ran into fi 
nancial problems that fall, 
Whiting turned to one of the 
other Flint carriage builders 
for help. That man was Will- 
iam Crapo “Billy” Durant, 
Flint carriage “king.” 

Grandson of a Michigan gov- 
ernor, Durant had gotten into 
the vehicle business almost on 
a whim. One evening in 1886, 


he saw an attractive horse- 
drawn road cart on the streets 
of Flint. The next night, Du- 
rant took a train to Coldwater 
where the cart was manufac- 
tured and bought the rights to 
build it. That year he started 
the Flint Road Cart Co. By 
1900, the firm, renamed the 
Durant Dort Carriage Co., was 
the largest producer of horse- 
drawn vehicles in the country. 

Durant didn’t particularly 
like automobiles, it was said - 
lie was no different from most 
men at that time. But he was a 
strong supporter of Flint, and 
he knew a “self-seller” when 
he saw one. The Buick, he said, 
drew plenty of attention be- 
cause it could climb hills and 
run through mud like no other 
car he had ever seen. If auto- 
mobiles could be this good, he 
thought, then maybe it was 
time to switch from the horse- 
and buggy business to auto- 
mobiles. 

Durant moved Buick assem 
bly briefly to Jackson in 1905 
(building more than 700 Model 
C vehicles that year) while he 
gathered money from Flint 
banks and businessmen to

build the largest assembly fa- 
cility in the country on the 
north side of the city. He also 
persuaded Charles Mott Stew- 
art to move his axle business 
from Utica, N.Y. to Flint to 
build axles. He promoted 
Buicks across the country, 


using the Durant Dort car- 
riage outlets and salespeople 
as the nucleus of a giant distri- 
bution system. 

In 1908, with production to- 
taling a little more than 8,000 
units, Buick led the nation in 
production. Durant had made 


the transition from the biggest ’ 
seller of buggies to the biggest 
seller of automobiles. And, on } 
the success of Buick, Durant 1 
created a holding company 
that year. He called it General 
Motors. The rest, as they say, is 
history.

When visitors view the 
record-setting Oldsmobile Au- 
rora on display at the North 
American International Auto- 
mobile Show, they will be see- 
ing the work of a Romulus firm 
which helped the research ve- 
hicle to earn 47 speed and en- 
durance records. 

Cyril J. Batten, president of 
Batten Corp. of Romulus, was 
instrumental in the original 
Oldsmobile Aerotech program 
in 1987 when driver A.J. Foyt 
drove the Aerotech to a closed- 
course world speed record of 
257 mph at Ft. Stockton, Texas. 

The Oldsmobile Aurora, ex- 
pected to be a highlight of the 
NAIA show, is a sleak 
Aerotech research vehicle 
which has set 47 new world, in- 
ternational, national and 
American speed and en- 
durance records at Ft. Stock- 
ton last month. The wins 
include world records of 
170.761 mph for 10,000 kilome- 
ters and 158.386 mph for 25,000 
kilometers. 

“Batten’s engine-building 
and project management pro- 
fessionals were along for every 
mile of the ride,” said Batten. 

“We simply could not have 
done it for ourselves as effi- 
ciently as Batten did it for us at 
Ft. Stockton,” said Bill Porter- 
field, Oldmobile director of fu- 
ture technologies and father of 
the original Aerotech record 
car. 

“Working with Oldsmobile, 
GM Powertrain and Norwood, 
their design, engineering, 
manufacturing and manage- 


ment capabilities on this re- 
cord attempt program were 
what made it happen for Old- 
smobile,” said Porterfield, 
who served as ramrod for the 
record-attempt program. 

The new records made by 
the Oldsmobile Aerotech in- 
clude two world records, some 
18 international records for all 
distances from 10 kilometers 
to 25,000 kilometers. The 
Aerotech also set records for 
times from one hour to 24 
hours plus nine American and 
18 national records. 

The completely refurbished 
Aerotech used an essentially 
stock 1995 Oldsmobile Aurora 
4-liter aluminum V-8 engine 
for power, and relied on Bat 
ten Corp. to help its future 
4-cam, 4-valve engine in its re- 
cord- setting perfomanees. 

Batten designed and built 
the then -new Oldsmobile 
Quad-4 turbo engine and 
adapted it for use in the 
Aerotech, a rebodied March 
Indycar chassis that Foyt 
drove for the fastest car honors 
in the world. Batten served as 
project manager for the De- 


cember, 1992, program as well, 
recruiting personnel from Bat- 
ten Corp.’s Advanced Concepts 
manufacturing and perfor- 
mance divisions as well as 
well as project management 
experts from Batten. 

Oldsmobile and Batten 
Corp. had, in effect, turned the 
original two Aerotechs from 
Indycar racers, normally used 
for 200 to 500 mile events into 
25,000 mile recordholders. 

Working on a whole new en- 
gine package for the re- 
designed Aerotech, Batten 
Corp. designed the engine in- 
stallation package for the 320- 
valve aluminum V-8 engine, in- 
cluding front and rear moun- 
ting plates, the starter drive 
system, a completely new air 
intake system, engine cooling 
and oil cooling systems, a new 
alternator mount, and a rac- 
ing- style clutch assembly and 
all race-quality hardware. A 
dry-sump lubrication system 
pan and pump to allow the Au- 
rora V-8 engine sump to clear 
the track surface was fabri- 
cated and installed by Batten 
Performance. An intake cam- 


shaft profile, designed for 1995 
export versions of the Aurora 
V-8, was used, along with 
tuned headers. 

Batten’s machinists made 
all of the mechanical pieces 
required to hang the bodies on 
the chassis, as well as all of the 
unique spare parts, using Bat- 
ten’s own CNC machinery. 
Starting in April, Batten 
worked with Oldsmobile GM 
electronics staffs and did the 
engine electrical and elec- 
tronics looms and the looms 
for the Aerotech telemetry and 
data acquisition system. 

“All of the Aurora engines 
were assembled and hot- 
tested by Batten, and each en- 
gine was given a 10 hour dura- 
bility* run by GM Powertrain,” 
Batten said. 

Batten designed and in- 
stalled a series of triangulat- 
ing members around the 
engine bay so that tub is at- 
tached to the transaxle with no 


stresses going through the en- 
gine. 

Norwood R&D of Dallas, 
working with Batten Corp.. de- 
signed and built all three new 
Aerotech long-tail bodies and 
did the original paint work, ac- 
cording to the Romulus busi- 
ness owner. Batten Corp. was 
responsible for the initial con- 
cept of the record attempt, the 
initial proposal and the fea- 


siblity studies. Eight Batten 
employees worked virtually 
full-time on the program from 
its inception, in addition to an- 
other 12 part-timers from 
Team Batten. 

The record-shattering 
Aerotech vehicles will be on 
display in Los Angeles follow- 
ing the Detroit event, and will 
tour the country during the 
winter auto show season. 


Business owner fulfills own prediction

| owner Cyril J. Batten pre- 
dicted that 1993 would be his 
big year, and with just a few 
days into the new year, he ap- 
pears to have made a correct 
forecast. 

This week, the Oldsmobile 
Aurora - a sleek research vehi- 
cle - left Batten Performance 
Co. in Romulus for exhibition 
at the North American Inter- 
national Automobile show at 
Cobo Center. Later, the car will 
be viewed in Los Angeles and 
then embark on a nationwide 
tour. 

Prior to the opening of the 
show, the vehicle was heralded 
as the expected highlight of 
the exhibition, and Batten 
takes pride in the fact that a 
local business and area 
workers have played a major 
role In the achieving the 
record-breaking honors. 


Batten’s engine-building 
and project management pro 
fessionals were part of the 
team effort in which the Old- 
smobile Aerotech set a total of 
47 new world, international 
and national speed and en- 
durance records. 

“We were the team behind 
the effort,” said Batten who 
was instrumental in the origi 
nal program in 1987 

In an interview in the fall. 


Batten predicted that 1993 will 
be his best year even, based on 
current projects and future or- 
ders. 

“In my type of business, I've 
had to adapt quickly and be- 
come diversified. The ability 
to adapt has proved to be an 
advantage for my company 
during the changes that have 
occurred in the automotive 
business,” Batten said 

Batten, who resides in Van 
Buren Township, began his 


business as a part-time en- 
deavor in his garage while 
working as a Ford Motor Co. 
engineer. 

“I was making racing cylin- 
der heads for customers, and 
my part time business grew 
into almost a full-time one. At 
that time, I was working with a 
group of engineers on a rotary 
engine and the project was be- 
ing phased out,” Batten said. “I 
thought that would be a good 
time for me to concentrate on 
my own business. I previously 
had a three to four- month 
backlong of orders, but the 
backlog increased to two years 
of orders at that time.” 

Contributing to his business 
boom was the number of drag

Continuing strong in 1993, 
Clark said, is the Grand Am 
Coupe and Sedan models, the 
second best selling GM vehi- 
cle. Powered by either the 
Quad 4 H.O. or the 3.3L V-6 cou- 
pled with the five-speed man- 
ual, Grand Am offers 
performance plus appealing 
style. Also noise and vibration 


reductions have been engi- 
neered through modifications 
to the engine block; revisions 
to the induction, mounting and 
exhaust systems and the addi-‘ 
tion of acoustical material. 

Grand Am also offers stan- 
dard ABS and a host of addi- 
tional safety features, plus 
base models starting in the

competitors.

A step back in time 

Auto industry is rife with little known facts of doubtful value

• In the early morning hours 
of June 4, 1896, Henry Ford 
rode his first little two- 
cylinder buckboard vehicle 
down Grand River Avenue 
from his Detroit home on 
Bagley Avenue. The quadricy- 
cle was constructed of an 
angle-iron frame and wood 
body and weighed approx- 
imately 500 pounds. The 
engine was hand made and 
generated 3-4 horsepower at 
800 rpm. The throttle was a 
push/pull wire persuading the 
car to a top speed of 18 mph 
and three gallons of gasoline 
got an impressive 34 mpg. The 
transmission was a two-speed, 
driven by a leather belt 
(smooth side down) and actu- 
ated by a hand lever. The vehi- 
cle was the forerunner of the 
first Model A introduced by 
the Ford Motor Co. in 1903. 

• The Cynophere, a three- 
wheeled contraption patented 
by a Parisian, M. Huret on Dec. 
14, 1875, was powered by a dog 
within each side of two large 
black wheels. Cynophere liter- 
ature said “so light is the draft 
that it is no more exertion for 
the dogs to run upon the tread- 
way of the wheel, than it is for 
them to go at the same speed at 


their own pleasure.” The 
French Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals 
unanimously endorsed the 
Huret system. 

• German inventor Joseph 
Vollmer introduced the “miss- 
ing link vehicle” to the world 
in 1899. The Kuhlstein- 
Vollmer Motor Vorspann was a 
two-wheel, gasoline powered 
device which could be coupled 
to the front of horse carriages 
and stage coaches. The detach- 
able vehicle was used exten- 
sively by the German postal 
service. 

• In 1649 astonished resi- 
dents of Nuremberg, Germany 
watched as Johann Hantsch 
passed through town in a 
horseless carriage run by a 
clock-work mechanism. The 
three-wheeler reportedly 
attained a speed of “three 
leagues an hour.” Hantsch 
later sold the vehicle to Prince 
Charles Augustus of Sweden 
for a paltry 300 thalers. 

• Sir Isaac Newton devel- 
oped a carriage propelled by a 
steam boiler in 1680. Although 
Newton's vehicle didn’t 
achieve much success, it was 
reportedly the apple of the 
great inventor’s eye. 

• French Army officer 
Nicholas Joseph Cugnot devel- 
oped a steam powered vehicle 


in 1765 to transport cannon. 
The device topped four kilo- 
meters per hour, but made fre- 
quent water and maintenance 
stops. The idea for the steam 
locomotive, patented by Amer- 
ican James Watt, evolved from 
Cugnot’s invention. 

• The Fostoria Light Car Co. 
of Fostoria, Ohio, raised the 
price of the 1917 model year 
touring car to $735 in July 1916. 
Fostoria also increased prices 
of the open body delivery 
wagon to $695 and the closed- 
body wagon to $715. Company 
officials said increases were 
due to roomier front and rear 
seats and the addition of a nat- 
ural wood cowl dash “upon 
which are located all of the 
instruments.” 

• The Ross Automobile Co. 
of Detroit introduced a revised 
touring car in 1917. With a 
large 130-inch wheelbase, the 
seven-passenger Ross was 
equipped with an eight- 
cylinder, 33-horsepower 
Herschell Spillman motor, a 
Borg and Beck clutch, semi 
elliptic springs, a rear 
mounted gas tank with Stewart 
feed and a Zenith carburetor. 
The 1917 Ross was priced to 
move at $1,350. 

• Klaxon automobile horns 
were standard equipment in 
forward trenches of Allied 


forces during WWI. Volun- 
teers, often just a few feet 
away from enemy outposts, 
sounded the distinctive 
Klaxon to warn of impending 
gas attacks. The sound came 
clearly through the roar of bat- 
tle and gave friendly soldiers 
time to throw on a gas mask. 

• More than 90 percent of 
registration and license fees 
paid by U.S. drivers in 1915, or 
$16 million, was spent on the 
building and maintenance of 
county and state roads. Some 
2.4 million motor vehicles 
were registered that year, an 
increase of 734,000 from 1914. 
Only 48,000 cars were regis- 
tered in the U.S. in 1906. 

• The Grout Bros. Auto- 
mobile Co. of Orange, Mass., 
established in 1896, 
announced the new steam- 
powered Grout in 1904. Utiliz- 
ing the Grout fuel system and a 
16-inch boiler, the 7-horse- 
power, two-seat Grout aver- 
aged 40 miles on a single water 
filling. All parts on the $a r >0 
vehicle were “hung on steel 
plates.” 

• It was announced in 1904 
that the Brennan Motor Co. of 
Syracuse, N.Y. had leased a 
new factory site at the corner 
of Water and Grape streets, 
covering 6,000 square feet of 
floor space. The added facili- 


ties, it was said, would allow 
Brennan Motor “to keep pace 
with the ever increasing 
demand for (Brennan) motors 
and transmissions.” 

• By July 1916, 13 years after 
it was founded for the third 
time, the Fora Motor Co. had 
28 manufacturing sites and 51 
sales and service branches. 
Fiscal year 1915 saw Ford mar- 
ket over 500.000 units, the most 
in the United States. World- 
wide sales of 1 million vehicles 
were expected for fiscal 1916. 

• The 1904 Stearns Motor 
Car, manufactured in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, which “runs like a 
deer,” came equipped with a 
“new type of atomizer which 
adjusts itself to every condi- 
tion of load and speed of the 
engine and insures noiseless- 
ness.” The large 24 
horsepower Stearns Touring 
car was priced at $3,000. 

• The New York based Buck- 
eye Rubber Co. announced 
plans in 1908 to add a tire- 
manufacturing plant to the 
many already established in 
Akron, Ohio. The three-story 
Buckeye facility was designed 
for the “special output of 
pneumatic tires.” Buckeye 
gained a tire manufacturing 
reputation with the Kelly- 
Springfield solid buggy tire 
line. Other Akron based tire 


firms in 1908 included: Good- 
year, Goodrich, Firestone, Dia- 
mond, Swinehart and Motz, 
making Akron the chief tire 
city of the world. 

• Windshield wipers, 
invented in 1917 and standard 
vehicle equipment by 1922, 
underwent a series of blade 
types until the squeegee blade 
was adopted during the 1940s. 
The scraper, trowel, balloon 
and rider wipers were experi- 
mented with until the curved- 
glass squeegee was perfected 
on airplane windshields dur- 
ing WWI1. 

• James Ward Packard and 
William Doud formed the 
Packard Motor Car Co. in Ohio 
on Oct. 13, 1902. The pair origi- 
nally owned the New York and 
Ohio Co. out of Warren, Ohio. 
That firm manufactured incan- 
descent lamps and trans- 
formers. Packard was moved 
to Detroit in October 1903. 

• The Pierce-Arrow Co., 
founded in Buffalo, N.Y. in 
1865, originally manufactured 
bird cages. The firm later built 
and sold bicycles and a steam- 
powered car in 1900. 

• David Dunbar Buick, 
whose first car was built and 
tested in 1903, developed a 
method of affixing porcelain to 
cast iron, thereby giving the 
world the first white bathtub.

components and equipment on 
their vehicles. As racers 
racked up titles and trophies, 
other race car drivers began 
knocking on Batten’s door to 
order similar equipment for 
their racing vehicles. 

“I did race work exclusively 
until 1975. Some techniques 
that I used cut time in making 
prototypes and led us into pro- 
totype work for the auto com- 
panies,” said Batten whose 
firm designed racing heads for 
General Motors in 1976 and de- 
signed the first GM engine in 
1981. 

When he is not designing 
powerful engines, Batten uses 
weightlifting as a change of 
pace. He expects 1993 to also 
be an outstanding year for his 
weightlifting competitions. 

“Because I’ll turn 50 this 
year, I’ll be in another age 
classification, and 1 plan to en- 
ter into more competition,” 
Batten said. “Last year, I had 
to skip some of the events that 
I wanted to compete in be- 
cause I was very busy in my 
business and I was unable to

Batten has been an athlete 
all of his life, wrestling and 
lifting weights in his teens. As 
an adult, Batten did a lot of 
running, but had to give it up 
because of knee and ankle 
problems which developed. 

“Weightlifting also fits in 
with my family schedule. I can 
spend time with my children 
in the evenings before I begin 
my workouts at 9 p.m.,” Batten 
said. 

At the age of 47, Batten won 
the bench-press weightlifting 
championship over 38 compet-

itors with a lift of 455 pounds, 
and earned the Outstanding 
Heavyweight Lifter award at 
the event. 

Batten had intended to com- 
pete in the 242-pound category, 
but because he weighed in 
slightly above the limit, he was 
placed in the 275-pound cate- 
gory. Giving nearly 30 pounds 
of body weight to his competi- 
tors, Batten bench-pressed 55 
ponds more weight than his 
nearest competitor to take 
three titles - the Masters, the 
275-pound and the Outstand- 
ing Lifter awards. 

In the past two years, Batten 
has won the American Power 
Lifting Association national 
championship and has set nu- 
merous records in the World 
Drug-Free Powerlifting com- 
petitions. 

When Batten says that he 
cannot name the number of 
world weightlifting records 
that he has broken, he is not 
being modest. The Romulus 
businessman has broken at 
least a dozen record, in some 
instances breaking his own 
previously held records in his 
age and weight categories. 

His efforts in competitions 
this year are expected to bring 
more honors to Batten in his 
year - 1993.

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Probe named ‘Car of the Year’

The 1993 Ford Probe was re- 
cently selected as the car of 
the year by Motor Trend maga- 
zine and local dealers can’t say 
enough about the new design, 
enhanced interior and solid 
performance. 

The Probe is expected to be 
one of the more popular vehi 
cles at the 1993 North Ameri- 
can International Auto Show 
Jan. 9 17 at Cobo Convention 
Center in Detroit, according to 
Kurt Atchinson, owner of At- 
chinson Ford Sales Inc., 9800 
Belleville Road in Belleville. 

“The Probe has a ‘Cab- 
forward’ design which means 
there is more interior room 
without lessening the sporty 
look,” Atchinson said. “It has a 
more contemporary design 
and a higher level of technical 
sophistication than its prede- 
cessor.” 

Overall length and width 
are increased, along with the 
wheelbase and tread. The 
‘Cab-forward’ design essen- 


tially moves the passenger 
compartment closer to the 
front of the car, which results 
in shortened front overhang, 
increased windshield slope 
and greater interior space. 

The sporty coupe is avail 
able in two models, Probe and 
Probe GT. Each has its own 
multi valve engine and indi- 
vidual styling cues. Driver 
side air bag supplemental re- 
straint system is standard on 
both 

Probe GT has a new twin 
cam 24 valve V 6 with a cast 
aluminum block and cylinder 
heads. It generates 1G4 horse- 
power at 0,000 rpm and 156 
foot-pounds of torque at 4,000 
rpm. 

A five-speed manual trans 
axle is standard, and an elec- 
tronically controlled four- 
sneed automatic transaxle is 
optional. 

The standard Probe has a 
new 2.0-liter four-cylinder en- 
gine with twin overhead cam- 
shafts, four valves per cylinder 
and an aluminum head. It pro- 
duces 115 horsepower at 5,500 


rpm and 124 foot pounds of 
torque at 3,500 rpm. It can be 
teamed with a five-speed man- 
ual transaxle or an optional 
four speed automatic. 

Both Probes are available 
in a variety of colors, accord 
ing to Len Gossman, general 
new vehicle sales manager for 
Blackwell Ford Inc., 41001 
Plymouth Road, Plymouth. 

“We have a frost steel blue 
for 1993 and a calico bright 
green,” Gossman said. “We al- 
most had a yellow, but they 
canceled it. Both Probes are 
going to be a big hit this year I 
believe.” 

The 1993 Probe has a more 
aggressive stance than the pre- 
vious model, a result of in- 
creasing the tire tread width 
more than two inches and 
lengthening the wheelbase al- 
most four inches. 

The interior has been de- 


signed to complement the ex 
terior. Its all new instrument 
panel is integrated with the 
door panels for a sweeping 
wraparound effect A new cen- 
ter console/armrest with stor- 
age area and cup holder is 
standard on the GT, optional 
on the standard model. 

The list of upgraded Probe 
GT standard features includes 
a leather wrapped steering 
wheel, adjustable power lum- 
bar and seat-back side bolster 
front seats, fog lamps and a 
cargo net. 

Among the new options are 
a remote control keyless entry 
system, an anti-theft system, 
power sliding sunroof, and a 
state-of-the-art audio system 
with an integrated compact 
disc player, electronic AM/FM 
radio with premium sound and 
a separate optional graphic 
equalizer.
